HONG KONG AND THE NEW 


The Green Rice Leaf Hopper. 

A fow weeks ago counticss swarms 
of small green bugs appearcd, as if 
by magic, In the evenings attract- 
ed- to the Ights of streets and 
houses, These bugs dled quickly 
and thelr corpses soon Iittered the 
porches or filled the ceiling electric 
Inmp bowls. Now, in November, 
only a few bugs may occasionally be 
acen jumping about inside Jamp 
shades or walking obliquely up the 
outside of the shades. These In- 
sects are the Green Rico Leaf Hop- 
per, Nephotettix apicalis nnd perhaps 
a few remarks on thoir Ife history 
might be of intorest. These small 
leaf hoppers deporit their eye in 
the leaf sheaths of the rice plant, tho 
incubation period being about 6 
days. The nymphs nro found on the 
sheaths and mid ribs of the leaves 
and aro full grown in two or three 
weeks. Both nymphs and adults 
puncture those parts of the leaves 
cnusing them to turn brown and dry 
up, tho growth {s stunted and the 
lowor part‘of the plant Is often 
covered with sooty mould and the 
white nat skins of the nymphs. 
The ndult bug js about 1/6 of an 
Inch in length; the female fe green 
entirely, the male has a large black 
spat at tho tip of each wing cover- 
ing nearly half of the wing, also 9 
binck streak obliquely crossing this 
vame fore wing. An enemy of 
this pest fs the ladybird: both lorvae 
and adult bectles eat the nymphs of 
the bux.

Baigwormys. 

Most of us remember the Caddis- 
worms go familiar to us in our 
childhood duys,—the aquatic Jarvac 
of the Caddis fly which covers {ts 
little body with bits of sticks or 
sand making a house into which it 
cnn withdraw when alarmed, There 
are some caterpillara in. Hong Kong 
which somewhat similar houses 
which they carry about with 
them. These are the ?aterpillars 
of the Payche moths. The cater- 
pillar spins w bag of grey or brown 
silk around its body, closed at the 
posterior ‘end but open at the 
anterior end. The bag is longer 
than the caterpillar. To the out- 
side of this, short pieces of stick,— 
in some species Jeavea, are glude, ex- 
cept over the neck of tho bag which 
is composed of pure silk. When 
lazy or alarmed the caterpillar with- 
draws completely into the bag and 
‘closes the entrance but as'a general 
rule it docs not fall to the ground 
for it takes the precaution of fixing 
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a length of silk from the neck of 
the dag to a convontont leaf or twin. 
The bag therefore hangs suspend- 
ed in tho alr. The particular 
apecics I am describing at the 
moment, a specimen of which ts In 
‘tront of me now, Is known - as ‘the 
| Faggot worm because only stick 
are used and the general appearance 
of the cnse Js that of a bundle of 
sticks. The species’ Ia possibly 
Clania crameri, The caterpillar 
pupates Inside the bag; the female 
moth, unlike the malo, in wingless 
nnd never leaves her shelter; the 
egga also hatch within the bag of 
the mother, The newly hatched 
larvae mnke their cases, jin part, 
from the bag which contained the 
femalo parent.

The Jarvae of another moth also 
lives in a bag of grey silk but this 
kind does not glue on‘ sticka or 
leaves. This ia the curious some 
what flattened lozenga shaped gray 
bag which may commonly be seen on 
the inner walls of houses. If It is 
watched for a few moments ao head 
nnd the end of the body with three 
pairs of lcs may be seen to protrude 
and then the Inhabltant goes for a 
walk up the wall dragging its house 
‘after it. A friend of mine tells 
me that he always calls these crea- 
tures “tanks.” They are the cater- 
‘pillars of one of the Clothes motha 
but ‘It Is unlikely that they do 
‘damngo to clothes, they probably 
lives entirely on the organic dust 
which tends to sottlo and accumulate 
on unbrushed walls In the tropics, 

. * * 
Hawk Moth Caterpillars. 

The cnterpillara of tho Hawk 
moths, Sphingldac, can be easily 
recognized by their characteristic 
shape: large amooth often green 
eoterpillars with markings of 
various coloura bearing, usually, on 
thelr -tatls n large horn-like projec- 
tion. These larvae may often be 
seen at this: time of the year for 
they leave the plant on which they 
have been feeding, crawl about on 
the ground and ultimately bury 
themselves to the depth. of a few 
inches or a foot in the earth, where 
they pupate. If such ao caterpillar 
(is picked up and placed in-a box con- 
taining carth it will bury Itself and 
presently turn {nto a chrysalis. The 
earta should not be’ kept too dry, 
after a few weeks the pupa will 
wriggle upwards to the surface or 
near the surface then, after a day 
or two, it will split and the moth 
emerge. ae ge pee

According to the new decres tho 
coupuratives may henceforward 
freely buy their raw materials, ex- 
cept cotton, flaxy wool, hemp, allk 
cocoons and leather. These mater- 
ials must be obtained by special 
permits, 

Tho cooperatives also may charge 


‘free market. prices for their pro- 
‘| ducts instead ‘of being bound by 
.| fixed state prices. 


The coopera- 
tives also may negotiate regarding 
prices with state organizations 
which place ordera with them. 

The decree doea not In any sense 
restore private ownership. in.its 
field of hand industry. But it gives 
the cooperative socleties—in which 
over 60 per cent. of Soviet handi- 
craftamen are. enrolied—greater 
freedom to manage .thelr own 
affairs. 

The concessions to handicraft 
workers are similar to earlier con> 
cessions to peasants, reducing the 
amount of’. produce = “which 
must be surrendered to the state 
at fixed prices and granting 
greater facilities for the sale of 
the remainder of peasants’, food. 
stuffs in private markets.

FORD CAR DEMONSTRATION. 


. Moro than 76,000 visitors to the 
Ford Motor Company exhibit at the 
Michigan State Fair during Sep- 
tember were the company’s gucsts

men failed to upset the cars. 

The track was built of crushed 
stone and was kept in condition by 
a steam roller. At the Inception 
of the ride, the unusinl accelera- 

_ tion of the cars, duo to thelr re- 
latively low power-to-woight ration, 
was demonstrated. Next 
wore driven over a railway cross- 
ing, where the rails were raised two 
inches above normal, and over a 
rough “washboard” road, to show 
the comfortable riding qualities ro- 
sulting from the new transverse 
spring design and the automatical- 
ly-controlled double acting shock 
obsorbers.. ; 

“Jacking Test” Thrill. 

Tho cara then were-driven in 

high genr at a speed of ‘only 10 

_ miles an hour up 2 long 12-degree 
ramp, which ‘aimulated a steep hill), 
to show the smoothness of the en- 
gine under this unusual driving 
Yond. On the downgrade from the 
ramp, drivers demonstrated the 
positive action of the brakes. and 
the ease with which the cars could 
be brought to a quick stop in an 
emergency. 

Approaching the “jacking teat’ 
where the cars were driven on 
tho inclined platform with the 
right wheals raised high above tho 
ground, riders were first assured 

that the test wns perfectly safe, 
despite tho spectacular angle at 
which the cars, were inclined. 

When the’ cars reached the top 
of the platform attendants firat 
opened and closed the doors to cm- 
phastze the freedom from body dis- 
.tortion even at the sharp angle of 
inclination. Then three strong 
men pushed against, tho car roofs 
to demonstrato thelr inherent sta- 
bility even in such-a position,

He would have 
power to admonish and, if necea- 
gary, endorse on the spot tho lcence 
of any driver found guilly, in his 
opinion, of {nconsiderate driving. 

In certain instances a motorist 
so dcalt with who felt that justice 
had not been done would be able to 
appeal to a court for a final de- 
cision.

This 
was to the effect that the handbrake 
on an automobile vr truck should 
be able, by ‘itself, to stop the vehi- 
clo in fifty fect at twenty miles per 
hour, © 0 Te, i 

In recent years tliore has boen a 
sorfous increase in rear-ond calli- 
sion accidents. There are two 
fundamentals of guod driving In-| 
volved, a 

First, drivers of motor ‘vehicles 
do not reallzo how faet thoir cars 
cover ground. At twenty miles per 
hour any vehicle, f$gardlcas of its 
size. or. weight, covers 29.83 feet par 
‘second; at thirty milea per hotir, 
44 fect per second, and at forty 
miles per hour thie distance . be- 
comes 68.66 feet per second.

In “vent” a naughty, inferior 
word? 

When Paramount named George 
KRancroft's Inteat picture now 
showing at this Theatre, “Lady 
and Gent", It started something. 

Was inelegrance or  coaraencsa 
Implied by the use of “wont?” Wan 
a humoroun conotation intended? 
Or did the makera of the film mere 
ly mean to give their production a 
henrty, true-American flavor? 

Whatever they intended, the five- 
century-old controversy over use 
of the word gora on. Dr. Frank 
Vizetelly, eminent apeciaiist on 
the English language, would = pro- 
hably denounce it as inclegant. H. 
L. Mencken, editor of “The Amerit- 
can Mercury" and author of a 
large treatise upon the Janguage 
of Americans, would probably up- 
hold {t. There are hosts of other 
grthographera who take definite 
ntanda in the camps of either one 
or the other of these leading pro- 
taybnists of to-day’a spoken and 
written language. 

1t ull atarted way back about 
1550, when playwrighta of that 
time, in writing out thelr = manu- 
seripts, Inseribed. “Miret Gent.—" 
“Second Gent. — 

“gent” as an abbreviat 
“Gentleman”, 

The Sew Enylish Dictionary, by 
J, A. H. Murray, traces the use of 
the word by various prominent 
writers, and shows that there were 
tlmes when “gent? was far from 
vulgar, There were other times 
during the past 360 years when 
“gent” wan considered highly un- 
dersirnble, rude, ‘and offensive. 

Thie dictionary anys that the 
word “gent” fa “now only vulgar— 
ne applied to men of the vulgar and 
pretentious class who are suppos- 
ed to use the word. About 1840 
ita use became regarded as 6 mark 
of low breeding". 

Yet William Makepeace That- 
keray, one of the greatest of Eng- 
Hah novelists, wrote In 1842, 
“Genty—an affectionate diminu- 
tive, ia at present much in use 
among commercial persons”. 

In 1847 the following appeared 
in the Sporting Magazine: 

“The poor ladien on Farnham 
Common had little to thank the 
gents o’ the hunt for thelr gal- 
lantary” “Gents” of the hunt, 


Indeed. Surely the word must’ 


then have: implied men of social 
position! 


Another authority, Burrere and. 


Lelaund’s dictionary of Slang, 
Jargon, and Cant, says the word 
gent” became popular about 1847, 
and that it meant a “dressy  fel- 
low”. it originated from “tallor'’s 
advertisements". 

-Casaell'a New English Diction- 
ary defines‘“gent” o8 a vulgarity, 
“would bo gentleman”, 

Btill another definition is glean- 
ed from both the Contury Diction- 
ary and Cyclopaedia, and Roget's 
Thesaurus, They agree in calling 
“Gent” o word that is “vuglar and 
(or) humorous”. :
